Canada and the United States 


In these days of almost universal 
unrest, words of advice and warning 
are so frequently uttered and written 
that there is grave danger of the pub- 
lic ear becoriing dulled, and the cld 
fable repeating, itself, and the cry of 
“wolf, wolf” so often sounded being 
disregarded when actual danger is im- 
minent. : 

Nevertheless, at the risk of but ad- 
ding to the alarms given, the writer 
of this column ventures to. declare 
without equivocation of any kind that 
danger is threatening Canada, the Bri- 
tish Empire, the United States, and, 
through these great English-speaking 
nations, is threatening the world. 

A deliberate propaganda is being 
engineered throughout the English- 
speaking world, but more especially 
in the United States, to create and de- 
velop a feeling of antagonism, of sus- 
picion, of hate, between the people of 
the United States and the peop'e of 
the British Empire. And because Can- 
ada is British, and the next door 
neighbor of the United States, no 
stone is being left unturned to arouse 
an anti-American sentiment among 
people in this Dominion. 

Traced to its course, this propagan- 
da is the work of Germans and Ger- 
man sympathizers. Make no mistake 
about it. And the writer would say, 
as a writer in McLean’s magazine said 
recently: “Canadians, don’t fall for it.” 

Ignominously defeated in the Great 
War; all her colonies lost to her, and 
with loss of territory in Europe; her 
shipping in the hands of her former 
enemies; her world trade destroyed; 
her money at a ruinous discount 
throughout the world; burdened with 
an enormous debt, and with discon- 
tent and rebellion seething at home, 
Germany is striving almost with des- 
peration to retrieve in piece what she 
lost in war. Unless she can do so; 
unless she can gain a new footing in 
world trade and commerce, Germany’s 
position is hopeless for generations 
to come. 

How is she to even partially regain 
all that she has lost? She sees but 
one sure, certain and fairly swift me- 
thod, and that is to drive a wedge of 
suspicion and hate between the Bri- 
tish Empire and the United States. 
Accomplish this, and the way is open 
for Germany to again emerge as a 
power in the world. 

In the United States, the game is 
being played for Germany by certain 
politicians of the ward type catering 
for the German-American andthe 
Irish-American vote. The game is 
being played by the Hearst newspap- 
ers. It is being played by the Sinn 
Feiners, both in the United States 
and Ireland. 

In turn, the anti-British outbreaks 
fomented by these classes in the 
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United States are used in Canada and 
England, but especially in Canada, to 
arouse a feeling of hostility in this 
country towards Americans. Full 
use is made of the discount on Eng- 
lish and Canadian money. Retaliatory 
action is urged against Hearst and 
other American interests, A policy 
of nagging and pin-pricking is being 
encouraged on both sides of the in- 
ternational boundary, not for the ad- 
vantage of Canada or the advantage 
of the United States, but in order to 
benefit Germany, the enemy of both 
With a firm friendship cemented be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
Stales, it would, in the final analysis, 
matter little whether the League of 
Nations became a permanent institu- 
tion or not, because united they can 
maintain the peace of the world; div- 
ided and suspicious of one another, no 
League of Nations*could be effective. 
Upon Canada devolves an enormous 
responsibility. A former member of 
the Lloyd George Government said to 
the writer that great as had been Can- 
ada’s contribution to victory in the war 
and glorious as was the position this 
{Dominion had won for itself among 
the nations, its recent achievements 
and glory were small indeed compar- 
ed with the opportunity for world ser- 
vice now thrust upon it. Cgwfada, he 
said, was in fact, the hostage for the 
future peace of the world. Situated, 
as this country is, a loyal and proud 
British Dominion, alongside the great 
English-speaking repuglic, its people 
had it in their power to bring about 
a unity in sentiment between the Unit- 
ed States and the British Empire 
which alone could make permanent 
world peace possible. On the other 
hand, Canadians had it equally in 
their power, by unwise and ill-consid- 
ered action and the development of 
an anti-American sentiment to do irre- 
trievable injury to a concord between 
the Empire and the Republic. 
Canadians should be on their guard. 
They should not be led astray by the 
political scheming, and the pro-Germ- 
an propaganda, across the line. This 
twisting of the Lion’s tail does not 
meet with the approval of the sound 
commonsense of the American people. 
It is the work of a noisy mirority. 
Canadians can afford to treat it with 
contempt. Don't take it seriously; 
don’t retaliate in kind. Just laugh at 
it, and keep on striving to create an 
eternal friendship between the two 
great branches of the English-speak- 
ing family,

Mr. Bignon, French Undersecretary 
for the Mercantile Marine, announces 
that he expects important and speedy 
results from his visit to London and 
his conversation with British minist- 
ers respecting ships and coal.

London.—The release of the Trish 
prisoners was by direct order of Gen- 
@ra) Sir Neville McCready, and marks 
the beginning of an entire change in 
the Irish policy, according to a prom- 
fnently displayed statement the 
Daily Mail. 

When it became clear some time 
ago, says the paper, that the policy 
of repression was leading to dissatis- 
factions, the premier decided to 
change the policy, and, if necessary 
get rid of men associated with the old 
regime. He suddenly and without 
warning told J. I. McPherson, chief 
secretary for Ireland, that he was to 
be moved to the pensions ministry, 
and appointed General McCready in 
command of the troops without con- 
sulting the Irish office. General Mc- 
Cready, adds the Mail, was instructed 
to inaugurate a new policy-of concil- 
jation and was given a free hand. In 
other words, he was to supersede the 
€xisting heads of the government in 
Ireland. 


When General McCready arrived in 
Dublin, he ordered the release of the 
ptisoners after an exchange of wire- 
léss messages with Premier Lloyd 
wore": who was on his way to San 

mo, according to the Daily Mail, 

Inasmuch as General McCready re- 
versed the policy or which Viscount 
French was responsible, the viceroy, 
the paper believes, wishes a clear de- 
finition as to whether he or General 
McCready is the chief power in Ire- 
land, and may come to London to in- 
quire. 

“The answer,” continues the Mail, 
“may lead to his resignation—a con- 
tingency for which the Premier pos- 
sibly planned. Names of his possible 
successors are being discussed in the 
lobbies of parliament, the favorite be- 
ing the Earl of Granard, although he 
is a Catholic and a special act of par- 
diament would be-necessary to erable 
him to act as viceroy,” 

The Mail assumes from Mr, Bonar 
Law’s speeches that he was not in- 
formed of the decision for the release 
of the prisoners and says that the pe- 
culiarity of his position is being dis- 
cussed in political circles.

Land for Irish Soldiers 


Who Volunteered For Service At The 
Front in 1918 


Dublin.—Government officials are 
negotiating for 1,000 acres of land 
which will be apportioned among 
Irishmen who yolunteered for service 
at the front in 1918. Viscount Field- 
Marshal French, lord-lientenant of 
Ireland, promised in ‘1918 that land 
would be given to those who joined 
the colors, and in 1919 parliament 
passed a bill carrying the lord-lieuten- 
ant's promise into effect, To the 
Bae hos ticroniy oi iy who 
took advantage of the offer, have been 
provided with homes. 

The only land that can be taken 
under the law is that which is not 
subject to tenancies and it may be

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Strikers Are Released 


For Treatment 


Prisoners Say That Their Worst 
Hardship Was Uncomfortable 
Beds 

Dublin.—It was officially announced 
that it is not intended to release all 
of the hunger strikers in Mount Joy 
prison unconditionally, but that an 
order has been issued that those re- 
quiring medical treatment outside the 
prison will be released on parole for 
periods to be specified in the case of 
each individual by the prison doctor. 

After only four of the prisoners 

ad been removed from Mount Joy 
prison, the government intervened 
with the conditions pertaining to the 
reincarceration of the hunger strikers 
after hospital treatment. 

The prisoners refused the new 
terms. When a danger arose that 
there would be a refusal of further 
departure from the prison by the 
hunger strikers, the lord mayor again 
visited the vice-regal lodge with 
view to having the order rescinded. 

The lord mayor stated on his re- 
turn that the prisoners would be re- 
leased unconditionally. 

The prisoners had refused to accept 
the stipulation on the ground that it 
was a re-application of the “cat and 
mouse” policy. 

The release of the prisoners -an- 
nounced at five o-clock in the after- 
noon is regarded as a complete tri- 
umph for the hunger strikers and its 
ally, the general strike. It became 
known early that Viscount French 
had summoned the lord mayor, and 
that it was then only a question of 
terms, 

It is not definitely known what the 
terms~are, and for some days there 
may be contradictory statements re- 
garding them, the trade unionists, 
however, have no doubt which side 
had won, and immediately called off 
the general strike, to the great relief 
of the citizens, 

The prison board also received an 
order that henceforth under the De- 
fence of the Realm Act, prisoners 
should receive ameliorative treatment 
from the date of their arrest until 
their trial for a specific offence, 

The visit to Dublin of James Henry 
Thomas, general secretary of the 
National Union’ of Railwaymen and 
Labor member of parliament for Der- 
by, is regarded as having had some 
share in the decision for the release 
of some of the men, 

It is said that an attempt was to 
have been made to bring about a 
strike in England in support of the 
Irish cause. Mr. Thomas made a 
speech from a window of the labor 
executive offices endorsing the action 
of the hunger strikers. 

The absence of military from the 
streets was conspicuous.

The released prisoners in the Mater

The coal strike 
in Kansas, for instance, was a_ strike 
for longer working hours. The men 
were allowed.to work only eighteen 
hours a week because there were no 
cars to move the coal and no place 
to store the coal, and they could not 
live on eighteen hours’ work a week.

‘fact in that strike, yet nobody knew 
anything about it. The steel strike 
was something quite different; and so 
with the cual strike in West Virginia. 
We want to build up a sound public 
opinion here. Public opinion rules in 
this country.” 


May Break Relations 


Russian Soviet and Poland Unable To 
Reach Agreement 

Warsaw.—In rejecting further dis- 
cussions regarding Borisov, on the 
Bernesina river northeast of Minsk, as 
the place for the proposed peace ne- 
gotiations of Poland and Russia, the 
Russian Soviet government has sent 
a wireless message saying it consid- 
ered the last note of the Poles in the 
nature of an ultimatum. ‘We are now 
standing face to face with the sad ev- 
entuality of breaking with Poland ow- 
ing to the failure to agree upon the 
locality,” the message says: 

It reiterates that the Bolsheviki 
are ready to accept any neutral town 
and suggests the possibility of hold- 
ing the peace conference in Paris or 
London, The message concludes by 
saying that Russia’s only alternative 
has been to address England, Ameri- 
ca and France. 

It is expected here that the entente 
note to Poland on the subject will be 
made public in a few days.

Ottawa.— Addressing members of 
the Empire Parliamentary Association 
ata dinner in the Rideau Club, Col. 
Grant Morden, a member of the Brit- 
ish House of Commons, declared that 
the idea that Canada, having become 
is nation within the British Empire, 
was strong enough to stand alone was 
Inot only a fallacious, but a dangerous 
view. Other speakers during the ev- 
ening were Senator Foster and Hon, 
MacKenzie King. 

Col. Morden scouted the idea that 
Britain had been ruined by the war, 
It was true he said, that Britain had 
a debt of cight billion pounds, but 
more than ninety per cent, of this 
was an internal debt and the balance 
was more than doubly covered by the 
loans made the allies. The country 
was exceedingly poor after the Na- 
poleonic wars, as compared with to- 
day. 

Colonel Morden paid a tribute to 
Lloyd George, who had proved him- 
self a leader enabling Britain to win 
the war, and who was now showing 
himself a great statesman and mast- 
er of reconstruction, 

Co-operation and combination was 
being applied in industry in Britain 
with success. This might apply as 
well to the politics of the empire at 
large. If the capital’ and experience 
vf the motherland could be combined 
with the resources of the overseas 
dominions, then there was a: bright 
future in sight for all. parts of the 
empire, The empire would be able 
to maintain her position as first in 
the world. Canada had the resources 
and if they were wisely developed, 
Col. Morden would not be surprised, 
he said, to see this Dominion and Ot-. 
tawa, in many senses at least, the cap- 
ital of the empire. A good govern- 
ment, which would protect the inter- 
ests of all classes, was a necessity to 
induce people to come to Canada, and 
people were needed as well as capital 
to develop resources. s 

The “silken thread of sentiment” 
binding the Empire should be rein- 
forced by the “golden chains of com- 
merce,

Growing Interest In 
Western Canada Farms 


—_—— 


Settiers From U. S. Are Welcomed 
In True Community 
Spirit 
Increased interest in western Can- 
ada farm lands in many parts of the 


United States, and bright prospects | 


for a big influx of American settlers, 
to the prairie provinces of Canada this 
season, are reported by the vanguard 
of new farmers from across the line. 

To some extent the interest is due 
to the abnormally high price of lands 
prevailing in the States and in a larg- 
er to the hospitable treatment of the 
newly arrived settlers by people — of 
the communities in which they have 
located. Land prices in Western 
Canada, while cheaper in comparison 
with those in the United States, give 
the purchasers as good, and in many 
cases, much better land, as well as 
a great saving of capital. 

Near Dwight, Illinois, for instance, 
land that sold for $40 an acre twenty 
years ago is today selling for $600 
an acre, An English syndicate owns 
a large estate of 50,000 acres near to 
Dwight, and has been renting it at 
$10 an acre. Lately the rental has 
been increased to $25, with the result 
that many tenants are vastly dissatis- 
fied and are bent on making a change. 
Naturally they have turned their: at- 
tention to Canada, as a country where 
they can make permanent. homes for 
themselves, and where their children 
will not have to face the problem of 
high rents of land, Purchasing land 


at $600 an acre is, of course, out of 
the question for practically all of 
them, 

Some of these Ilinois farmers pur- 


chased in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
last They were loth to leave 
their old homes and seek their for- 
tunes in a new land, as they felt they 
would be amongst strangers, who in 
no way would be interested in their 
welfare, They were surprised and de- 
lighted, however, on arrival to be met 
at the stations by the people of the 
communities in which they had decid- 
ed to locate, who welcomed them to 
their new homes and served them

Mounted Police 
Of Canada 


Force Must Watch Frontier And 


Indians As Well As 
Enforce Laws 


The report of the Commissioner of 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police, 
A. Bowen Perry, will be the last. of 
its kind, as the designation of the 
body of men has been changed to the 
Royal Dominion Mounted Police. The 
report is for the year ending Septem- 
ber 3, 1919. The old force has now 
become the sole federal police force 
of the Dominion, its authorized 
strength having been increased from 
1,200 men to 2,500. 


Its duties have been defined as fol- 
lows: (a) The enforcement of federal 
laws; (b) The patrolling and protec- 
tion~of the international boundary 
line; (c) the enforcement of all ord- 
ers-in-council passed under the “War 
Measures” Act, for protection of pub- 
lic safety; (d) generally to aid and as- 
sist the civil powers in the preserva- 
tion of law and order wherever the 
government of Canada may direct. 


In the course of his report Commis- 
sioner Perry touches on these duties 
as follows: To patrol the international 
boundary for the purpose of assisting 
the customs and immigration officials; 
to maintain law and order amongst 
the Indians on their reserves, and es- 
pecially to prevent the use of intoxi- 
cants; to supervise the mining and in- 
dustrial areas; to watch the settle- 
ments of enemy nationalities and 
foreigners whose sentiments might be 
disloyal and attitude antagonistic; and 
to enforce law and order in the north- 
west territories and Yukoff territory, 
and in the national parks where the 
force is the sole authority. 


The new force also took over from 
the Dominion Police the duties of 
registration and controlling of alien 
enemies, the enforcement of the Mili- 
tary Service Act, the maintenance of 
the secret service and the protection 
of the navy yards at Esquimalt. Nat- 
urally, some of these duties since the 
cessation of the war have ceased to 
be effective, The report points out 
that. “the gencral situation in west- 
ern Canada during the past year has 
caused anxiety. The war left the 
world normally, pliysically and mater- 
ially exhausted, and unrest every- 
where, Canada has not escaped. Sec- 
tions of our population have been af- 
fected and as a result, some of the 
strikes have had a sinister purpose 
although probably not realized by 
many who took part.

The word Durum is not applied {the presence on the marked consid- 


merely to a variety of wheat, but to 
a group of varietics which differ from 
other 
various sorts of ordinary wheat. 


much as the 
The 
Durum yarieties have, however, sev- 
eral characteristics in common, They 
are usually bearded and have short, 
compact heads; the straw is rather 
weak; the kernels are extremely large 
and, as a rule, exceptionally hatd. 
Most or all of the Durum variettes 
are more resistent to drought than 
ordinary wheats. This does not mean, 
however, that they will produce a 
good crop under very adverse condi- 
tions. Some of them show a gooe 
deal of resistance to rust, though they 
vary considerably in this respect. In 
the bread-making qualities of the flour 
made from Durum varieties, there are 
very large variations. Some of these 
varieties, such as Kubanka, are excel- 
lent for bread-making, while others, 
the majority perhaps, are decidedly 
inferior. The flour is usually of a yel- 
low color, sometimes bright and pleas- 
ing as in the case of Kubanka, and in 
others dull and unattractive. It is ob- 
vious, therefore, that if one decides 
to grow Durum wheat, the choice of 
the particular variety to be sown is 
not a matter of indifference. 

The objections to the best varieties 
of Durum wheat arises not only from 
the yellow color of the flour; (a shade 
which is not fashionable at present), 
but to the extreme hardness of the 
kernels, Durum wheat in pure con- 
dition cannot be ground into flour by 
exactly the same system as ordinary 
wheat, and if the miller has to deal 
with a mixture of Durum wheat and 
common wheat, the problem present- 
ed is very troublesome, Naturally, 
the millers are averse to changing in 
their methods and will not do so un- 
less a shortage of ordinary wheat and

will be more remunerative to farmers - 


in the southern’portions of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan than the varieties 
which are now usually grown there. 
It is difficult to advise farmers what 
should be done at present. So long 
as there is a good demand for Durum 


wheat for seed purposes alla go. 


well, but it will be a different"hatter 
when attempts are made to sell the 
wheat in the ordinary way for milling. 
A commission firm in Winnipeg ‘has 
been quoted as having given :the fol- 
lowing advice: ‘Don't grow any more 
Durum wheat until more is grown.” 
This sums up the matter very well. 
A farmer, before sowing much of this 
kind of wheat, should assure himself 
that there will be a profitable market 
for it. Such a market will not likely 
be established in Canada until quite 
large quantities of Durum wheat are 
available.
